ſhake off, with Indignation. *Tis indeed 
Inclined to gocd Offices, but flill with 
Earthly Deſign. Ir does good, to Receive 
good, Looking for ſomething again contrar 
ro our Saviours Rule, ( Luke 6. 45. ) Tis 
not the Subject of Anger, becauſe it would 
not | be the Object thereof; always ac- 
companied with . felf-leeking $ and its 
greateſt Deſign is to paſs quietly thro® the 
World. *Iis utterly Indiſpoted for holy 
Zeal, 1o as never to contend earneſtly for the 
Faith.

| This Unſantified ſoftneſs of Spirit, Tho' 
it be thus Uſeleſs and Elameable 5 yet this 
muſt be acknowledged of it : That of 
all the Worldly Spirits 'tis one of the beſt 3 
and as it does zo geed, fo it does Leaſt Harm 
and Az:ſchief. It may Render a man a 
quiet and untroublefome Neighbour, and 
tollerable Member, of the Common.2ealth 
But ftjll a fapleſs and fruitleſs -Branch in 
the Church, ; and is far ſhort of truc Chrit- 
ſtianity, whatever it profeſles.

On the fame account of Bad-good-narure, 
they are apt to ſpare and favour, even 
FVickedneſs in men ; and Indulge chem 1n 
their corrupt ways. © They 2re apt to be 
prodigally Bountiful, to ſuch as they ſhou'd 
rather trown away. ( Prov. 29. 23.) The

doth an Angry Countenance a Backbiting

- Laſtly, as to the Fidelity and Stedfaſtneſs 
of -this Natural Spitit, if Unſan#ifyed, it 
fits men to keep the -Devils Counſel. He 
Heareth Curſing, and bewrayeth it not. (Pro. 
29.24.) A Thief may truſt ſhim with 
his Stollen Goods. Alas he is miſlead by 
falſe names and notions of things, and 
4Fhe CleaustImmoveably to them : As for 
Inſtance; An Oath, to which he will 
ſtick, tho* it be but a Bond of Iniquity; 
( contrary to the very nature of an Oath) 
Truth and Truſt he ſo looks upon, - uns 
der the Name of Moral Vertues, That he 
lorgets the Chriſtian Dyty of not being 
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Partai-er in other ' mens - Sins; So allo, in 
Friendjbip, which (through his Candiny ) 
he often firtkes with the Enemizs of God; 
He then thinks himſelf obliged to be 
fiichful in- all chings to theſe his friends 3 
Tho indeed rue Friendthip is only 1 Vers 
tue; and other Fyiendihip- neicher onght 
to be Begin, or Continued : Shouldſt thou 
Help the UJ Ungodly, .and Lowe them, that 'Hate- 
the Lied?
